A. The examinations are the same 
for all grades and are to determine the 
candidate's fitneus for appointment in 
the consular service, irrespective of the 
grade for which he may have been de¬ 
signated for examination, and without 
regard to any particulor office. There 
is no oral examination to determine 
the candidate’s business ability, alert¬ 
ness, general information and all¬ 
round fitness for the service, and the 
matter of age would probably be thus 
taken care of. There is also a written 
examination, which includes either 
French, German or Spanish, interna¬ 
tional, commercial and maritine iaw, 
history, geography, etc., together with 
modern history since 1850. '1 he ex¬ 

amination is conducted by a board of 
examiners, who report the names of 
successful candidates to the Secretary 
of State. The names remain on the 
eligible list for two years, unless ap¬ 
pointment takes place meantime, after 
which period a new examination is

Morris Canal. 

The third and what is regarded as 
the final hearing on the Morris Canal 
abandonment bill took place at Trenton 
on Monday, and it is anticipated that 
the bill will be reported next week tn 
an amended form and that * will be 
enacted. A substitute bill is to be 
drafted upon lines agreed upon at the 
hearing Monday. 

In closing the arguments before the 
committee Monday afternoon for the 
passage of the bill, former Justice Ben- 
net Van Syckel announced several new 
concessions to Newark and Lake Hopat- 
cong. 

To make smre that Nwark may secure 
the canal bed for high speed trolley pur¬ 
poses, if deared, Mr. Van Syckel an¬ 
nounced that the State's commission^ 
secured the oonsent of the Lehigh Val¬ 
ley Railroad to an amendment providing 
that an appraisal value should be fixed 
on that portion of the canal lying be¬ 
tween the east line of Paterson and the 
Passaic Rivef—the appraisal value to be 
fixed by the State’s commission with the
